The  following  bulbs  represent  the  best  varieties  for  forcing  or  indoor 
culture.  We  recommend  the  use  of  our  Bulb  Fibre  for  growing  bulbs  indoors 
but  success  may  also  be  had  by  using  a rich  sandy  loam  with  a liberal  quantity 
of  bone-meal  incorporated  in  it.  Plant  the  bulbs  so  that  the  tops  are  just 
below  the  surface  and  at  least  1 inch  apart.  Water  thoroughly  and  place  in 
a cool  dark  cellar  for  6 to  8 weeks.  At  the  end  of  this  period  the  root  system 
will  have  developed  and  they  may  be  brought  into  the  conservatory  or  window 
garden.
